Saturn Boosts Bat-Like Craft Into Orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - 
A mighty Saturn-1 super rocket 
today orbited a bat-like "space 
duster” 
satellite 
with 
giant 
wings to m easure the hazards 
tiny meteoroids pose to moon­ 
ships. 


The 188-foot booster, A m eri­ 
c a ’s most powerful, thundered 
into the sky at 9:37 a rn. EST 
in the opener of a two-part n a­ 
tionally televised space spectac­ 
ular to be followed Wednesday 
by a R anger moonshot. 


About ll minutes after the 
fiery 
blastoff, 
space 
agency 
spokesmen said Saturn - I had 
scored its eighth straight suc­ 
cess by propelling the heaviest 
U.S. scientific satellite into o r­ 
bit. 


The spacecraft, nam ed P eg a­ 
sus after the winged horse of 
mythology, em erged from the 
protective cover of a dum m y 
apollo m ooncraft three minutes 
later. 


Its 96-foot wide wings unfold­ 


ed like an expanding accordion 
under the watchful eye of a 
television cam era and began its 
sweep for tiny bits of cosmic 
debris whizzing about space. 


"W e consider that we have 
the Pegasus meteoroid satellite 
in orbit,” the spokesm an s-aid. 


He said the Saturn’s perform ­ 
ance was "excellent.”
